Boring their way into the main TOOTI of

name of Bittinger Lime Co. In May, 
1907, Hendley & Co. sold coal to Bitting- 
er Lime Co. Several months later the 
Bittinger brothers were declared bank- 
rupts and their estate paid no dividends 
to creditors. Later creditors brought suit 
against John R. Bittinger and each of 
them obtained judgment againet him.

MEANS WORK FOR THOUSANDS 


The Pennsylvania Railroad company 


will go into the market for $20,000,- 
000 worth of equipment and for ma 
terial for cars and locomotives which 
it will build in its own shops. 


This is the first equipment buying 


of any magnitude by the road in more 
than a year. It may mark the begin 
ning of an era of equipment buying 
by the railroads of the country, aa 
the 
Pennsylvania frequently is th« 


first in the field. £. B. Thomas, presi 
dent of the Lehigh Valley, aaid on 
Thursday 
that his company soon 


would let contracts valued at $1,000,- 
000 and that more might follow. 


Pennsylvania will reap rich bene- 


fits, sinpe the Pennsylvania will build 
much of the new rolling stock in its 
Juniata shops at Altocna. It is likelj 
that the Baldwin Locomotive works, 
the Brill Car works and other larg« 
Pennsylvania concerns will get som« 
of the contracts. 


The company's comprehensive pro 


gram includes the building of 144 new 
locomotives, seventy-six of which wil 
be locomotives of the new standarc 
freight type, and sixty-eight shifting 
engines. Bids will be asked for the 
materials for these engines. Only this 
week the Juniata shops management 
laid off a number of mea and cu 
down the number of working hours. 
The new oraers will probably put al 
of the Altoona employes back on full 
time. 


Of 146 new all-steel passenger can 


which the company will build, fifty- 
six will be constructed at the Juniata 
shops. The other ninety are to be of- 
fered on the open market and bidJ 
are to be asked. The 146 new passen- 
ger cars are divided in kind as fol- 
lows: Fifty standard coaches, 34 com- 
bination cars, 42 baggage and mail 
cars. 15 baggage and express cars and 
five horse express cars. 


Nearly half of the 10,000 
freight 


cars to be built will be made of steel 
The order includes 2000 steel bos 
cars, 2500 gondola cars, 4919 coal and 
coke cars, 224 refrigerator cars and 
102 flat cars. 


The company intends to build 1001 


of the steel box cars, 1000 of the gon- 
dola cars and all of the refrigeratol 
and flat cars in its Juniata shops. This 
leaves 7643 cars which the ^company 
will have built by outside companiel 
and 2102 iu its own shops. Inquiries 
for both materials and construction 
are now being made. 


The entire construction order fol 


the Altoona shops is 144 locomotives, 
56 steel passenger cars, 1000 steel boJ 
cars, 1000 gondola cars, 224 refrigera 
tor cars and 102 flat cars. Materials fol 
these will make big orders for various 
Iron and steel companies. 


Outside construction orders total 91 


steel passenger cars, 1000 steel bos 
cars, 1500 gondola cars and 4919 coal 
and coke cars.

Despondent because of ill health, Min­ 
nie Anderson, aged 42 years, committed 
suicide at the home of her mother in 
Waynesboro on Monday afternoon, The 
woman had returned from Washington,

name of Bittinger Lime Co. In May, 
J907, Hendley & Co. sold coal to Bitting­ 
er Lime Co. Several months later the 
Bittinger brothers were declared bank­ 
rupts and their estate paid no dividends 
to creditors. Later creditors brought suit 
against John R. Bittinger and each of 
them obtained judgment against him.

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MEANS WORK FOR THOUSANDS 


The Pennsylvania Railroad company 
will go Into the market for $2U,0UU, 
000 worth of equipment and for ma 
terial for cars and locomotives which 
it will build in its own shops, 


This is the first equipment buying 
of any magnitude by the road in more 
than a year. It may mark the begin* 
ning of an era of equipment buying 
by the railroads of the country, as 
the 
Pennsylvania 
frequently is ths 
first in the field. E. B. Thomas, presi­ 
dent of the Lehigh Valley, said ou 
Thursday 
that 
his 
company 
soon 
would let contracts valued at $1,000,- 
0UQ and that more might follow, 
Pennsylvania will reap rich bene­ 
fits, sin^e the Pennsylvania will build 
much of the new rolling stock in iu 
Juniata shops at Altoona. Jt is likely 
that the Baldwin Locomptive works, 
the Brill Car works and other largs 
Pennsylvania concerns will get som« 
of the contracts. 


The company's comprehensive pro 
gram includes the building of 144 new 
locomotives, seventy-six of which will 
be locomotives of the new standard 
freight type, and sixty-eight shifting 
engines. Bids will be asked for ths 
materials for these engines. Only thia 
week the Juniata shops rfanagement 
laid off a number of men and cut 
down the number of working hours. 
The new orders will probably put all 
of the Altoona employes back on full 
time. 


Of 146 new all-st^el passenger carl 
which the company will build, fifty 
six will be constructed at the Juniata 
shops. The other ninety are to be of­ 
fered on the open market and bid! 
are to be asked. The 146 new passen­ 
ger cars are divided in kind as fol­ 
low’s: Fifty standard coaches, 34 com* 
binatlon cars, 42 baggage and mail 
cars, 15 baggage and express cars and 
five horse express cars. 


Nearly half of the 10,000 
freight 
cars to be built will be made of steel 
The order 
includes 2000 steel boa 
cars, 2500 gondola cars, 4919 coal and 
coke cars, 224 refrigerator cars and 
102 flat cars. 


The company intends to build 1001 
of the steel box cars, 1000 of the gon* 
dola cars and all of the refrigeratol 
and flat cars in its Juniata shops. Thii 
leaves 7643 cars which the <companj 
will have built by outside companlel 
and 2102 in its own shops. Inqulriei 
for both materials and construction 
are now being made. 


The entire construction order fol 
the Altoona shops is 144 locomotives, 
56 steel passenger cars, 1000 steel boi 
cars, 1000 gondola cars, 224 refrigera­ 
tor cars and 102 flat cars.

—that is the title sentimental and en- 
thusiastic Englishmen are bestowing 
on Vice-Admiral Sir David Beatty. 
professional infant prodigy. Long one 
of the most popular—as he is the 
wealthiest—man in the British navy, 
his two \ictories of Helgoland bight 
and the east coast raid engagement in 
•winch the Bhiecher ^aas sunk have 
raised him to a pitch in the civilian's 
estimation -vrhich certainly was not ex- 
celled by Sir Fraacis Drake or Lord 
Nelson. 


Stilled forever are the murmurs that 


the Marshall Field millions which his 
wife brought him had a little too much 
to do with his astonishing rise in rank. 
It Is not going too far to predict, too, 
that the place noiv taken at court by 
Lady Beatty will affect favorably the 
social position of all Americans in- 
London 


Now that "Davj" has "made good," 


many are recalling the prophetic 
•wordb penned by Filson Young in 
March, 1913. He wrote: 


"David Beatl> is too young to b© 


.even a name to the man in the street, 
but thote who do know him look to 
him tor more than a name—for the 
highest fame, if time and the hour are 
Cavorable. No one who knows Beatty 
has any doubts or fears for him. He 
will 'make good.' Perhaps there will 
be nothing for some years but brief 
sentences in small type devoted to 
naval intelligence. But to such a* can 
discern his movements in that I say, 
'Keep youi eyes on Beatty'/ " 


Wins Two Victories. 


Great Britain so far has ' scored 


three great naval successes; of these 
two were \von by snips under Beatty's 
hand. If Sir John Jellico were injured 
or otherwise incapacitated for his high 
office, British popular opinion would 
clamor loudly that Beatty be put in his 
place. 
, 


Sir David comes from a famous 


sporting (family of Wexford, Ireland, 
and his air and movement show his 
breeding. His step is lithe, and almost 
birdlike. He gives the impression of 
restrained, wonderful energy which a 
trained prize fighter exhibits on enter- 
ing the ring. On edge all the time is 
Beatty. He has a bulldog face, a fight- 
ing face, which would attract attention 
anywhere, Sis head bears a great re- 
setablance to Napoleon's. He resembles 
Bonapaite, too, in his great staying 
power. After seven months of work 
ip which he has spent two hours in all 
Tvith his family and many times has 
worked 24 hours a day, his grip on his 
job is as strong as ever. Like the 
groat French conqueror, he seems im 
pervious to fatigue. 


la still another respect, his marvel- 


ous rise to high command at an early 
age, he brings to our miad Napoleon, 
Alexander, Hannibal and other great 
military geniupes. Beatty has been 
successively the youngest commander, 
the joungest captain, the youngest 
rear admiral and the youngest vice ad- 
miral in the British naval service. 


Indeed, H'hen he was promoted to 


the rank of rear admiral on January 
I, 1910, at the age of thirty-eight, he 
•was not only the youngest British rear 
admiral of his time, but the youngest 
on record. Nelson himself was not pro- 
moted to rear admiral until he was 
thirty nine. Today Beatty is forty-four 
years of age."

Beatty vas born in England by an 


accident. His father, Capt. D. L. Beat- 
ty of Berodale, -was an ardent fos 
hunter and in the season of 1870-71, 
he brought his family over from Ire- 
land to Hirobeck lodge, at Natwich, 
Cheshire, because he desired to hunt 
•with the Cheshire hounds. Thus it 
came about that a fine boy was born to 
Mrs. Beatty on English soil. 


It is said that young David entered 


the naval profession by a chance too. 
He was thirteen years old in 1884 
when his father got an unexpected 
chance to make him a naval cadet Six 
years later, the boy became a sublieu- 
tenant and with his majority he was a 
full blown lieutenant. 


It was not long before a chance of 


taking part in real fighting came his 
way.

As soon as Colville was 
struck by an Arab bullet, the whole 
charge of the gunboat flotilla devolved 
on young Beatty. Many a man of his 
age would have been daunted at the 
responsibility suddenly thrust upon his 
shoulders. But not so "Davy." At the 
forcing of the Dervish batteries he 
'fearlessly led the attack and lie suc- 
ceeded in silencing the batteries and 
dismantling every one of the enemy's 
guns 


Is Real Fighter. 


Subsequently he v.as present at the 


important battles of Atbara and Khar- 
tum 
and was twice mentioned in 


dispatches He was also decorated by 
the sultan of Turkey (fourth -class 
medjidie), just as Jellico was once 
decorated by the German emperor. 


After Egypt came the Boxer trou- 


bles of 1900. Off went David Beatty to 
the China seas, in command of the bat- 
tleship Barfleur. 
The bombardment 


of the Taku forts took place June 18, 
1900. 
They opened fire on the ships 


of the allies, but in a comparatively 
short time they were stormed. A cou- 
ple of days later two Chinese field 
guns were placed near the railway 
embankment, with their muzzles fac- 
ing the British concession, and fired. 
Commander Beatty with three com- 
panies of seamen crossed tbe river and 
maneuvered to within 200 yards in the 
hope of .capturing them with a rush. 
At the same time some Russians 
moved out to co-operate. 


While the British were waiting for 


the Russians to come up, however, a 
large force of Chinese appeared to the 
right behind a mud wall and poured in 
a heavy fire. Beatty was wounded— 
not only once, but twice—and things 
looked very black indeed. The main 
force retired, but Beatty was never of 
a retiring disposition. Leading a for- 
lorn hope of 200 bluejackets, he made 
a desperate attack on the enemy and 
won a captaincy 


This promotion at the age of twenty- 


aine years lifted him over 200 officers, 
just as his previous promotion to com-

Wins Marshall Field's Daughter. 
In the following year Beatty took a 


rest and married. His bride was Mra. 
Ethel Tree, daughter of the late Mar- 
shall Field, the Chicago merchant. 
They have lived very happily together 
and have two young sons, one of whom 
is designed to enter the navy. 


From 1901 to 1914 Beatty did not 


see fighting. In 1904 he was stationed 
in command of the Diana iu the Med- 
iterranean, and in 1905 he commenced 
a spell of work on land. For two years 
he acted as naval adviser to the army 
council. Then he became aide-de-camp 
to King Edward, with whom he was 
extremely popular. Finally he became 
naval secretary to the first lord of the 
admiralty, after which he got to sea 
again, taking over the command of the 
Aboukir. 


When the war came Beatty, who h»d 


just been knighted, was sent out to do 
or die as commander of the first battle 
cruiser squadron, his flagship being 
the Lion. A few weeks later he won 
the battle of Helgoland bight, sinking 
five German vessels and about nine 
hundred men, at a total British loss of 
69 killed and wounded. Later he led 
the pursuing squadron which scourged 
the German fleer that attempted to re- 
peat the bombardment of the east 
coast; sank the Bluecher and inflicted 
serious losses on other German ships

TEMPTING DISHES. 


The following dishes are not com- 


mon and may be suggestive to the 


busy housewife in pre- 
paring her daily menu to 
make every bit of food 
serve its purpose. 


Ham Mousse. — Finely 


chop two cupfuls of cold 
boiled ham. Pound in a 
mortar until 
fine and 


smooth, adding two tea- 
spoonfuls of gelatin i» 
3 a fourth of a cup of cold 


water and when soft add a fourth of 
a cup of boiling water. Add to the 
ham, when well mixed, a half cupful 
of heavy cream, beaten stiff 
Turn 


into a mold, chill .and serve, garnished 
with horseradish, mixed with cream 
and seasoned with salt, cayenne and 
a dash of mustard 


Barbecued Ham.—Wipe two thin 


slices of ham and cut off the outside 
layer of fat 
Cover with lukewarm 


water and let stand an hour. Dram, 
wipe and put into a hot pan to brown 
on both-sides. Remove to the pan 
and try out the fat in the pan, add 
three tablespoonfuls of vinegar, mixed 
with one teaspoonful of mustard, one- 
half teaspoonful of sugar and a few 
dashes of paprika. When well heated 
pour over the ham. 


Chicken With Curried Rice.—Cook 


Thicken in boiling water with a slice 
of onion until tender. 
Drain and 


brown the chicken in hot fat. Cook 
rice in some of the broth until soft, 
add three tablespoonfuls of flour and 
butter cooked together which have 
been mixed with one and a half cup 
fnls of broth, salt and curry powder 
to taste.

The fish is light and 
delicate with the treatment and is 
considered a great delicacy by those 
who take the time to prepare it 
pi-operly.

adding four t^blespoonfuls of flour, 
four eggs, a clove of garlic, chopped;

half dozen onions with the mixture 
After It is well blended. Bake until 
well heated through.

New Postal Order. 


Notice ot an important ruling of the 


postmaster general, facilitating the use of 
parcel post insurance and C. O. D. mail- 
ing in rural districts, has been received 
3y Adams county postmasters. Under 
;his order rural carriers are commissioned 
to accept packages given them for insur- 
ance or collection on delivery, issuing cou- 
pon receipts on the spot. Heretofore the 
carriers have had to take such parcel to 
the office from which they served patrons, 
delivering the receipts the following day. 
Rural carriers, the order provides, shall 
be equipped with parcel post scales, maps 
and guides, and with supplies of insurance 
and C. O..D. tags. Each carrier shall be 
provided with a series of numbers and 
when it is desired by a patron to insure a 
parcel or mail it C O. D., the carrier shall 
provide a. tag and require the sender to 
fill out the tag in ink or with indelible 
pencil. When desired by the patrons, in- 
surance or C. O. D. tags may be left iu the 
mail box by the carrier to be propeily 
filled out and attached to parcels. On 
succeeding trips parcels bearing sucli tags 
will be accepted, 
left in the box.

Ike German Raider Was Walt- 


ing For Help. 


Washington Authorities Decide Thai 


Cruiser Shall Be Taken to Norfolk 
Until End of War. 


Commander 
Tbierichens, 
of 
the 


German auxiliary cruiser Prinz Eitei 
Friedrlch, informed the collector oi 
customs at Newport News. Va., thai 
he desired to intern his ship in Amer 
lean waters for the war. 


The commander said he had been 


obliged to determine upon this course 
because relief, which would have 
made possible a dash for the aea, had 
failed to arrive. 


Commander Thierichens sent th« 


following communication to Collectoi 
Hamilton: 


"To Collector of Customs—Sir: 1 


inform you I intend to intern H. M. 
S. Prinz Eitel Friedrich. The relief 1 
expected to appear not arrived 
In 


time, so the number and force of the 
enemy cruisers watching the entrance 
of the bay makes to me impossible the 
dash for the open sea with any hope 
for success. I have decided not to de 
liver crew and ship to this fruitless 
and certain destruction. Being obligee' 
for the courtesie§ shown by all United 
States authorities, I am expecting youi 
orders. I have sent the same Infor 
mation to Rear Admiral Helm, U. S 
S. Alabama." 


The collector immediately notified 


the treasury department at Washing- 
ton and later went into a conference 
with the naval authorities as to the 
procedure. 


Later word came from Washington 


that the navy department had decided 
that the Eitel should be taken to the 
Norfolk navy yard for interment, and 
her officers and crew bound not t< 
participate further In the war. 


The action of the German captain 


in interning the Eitel fulfilled the ex 
pectatlons which treasury department 
officials have held since their first ex 
animation of the ship on her appear 
ance in Hampton Roads three weeks 
ago. 


Officials had believed all along thai 


because of the condition of the en 
glnes of the Eitel, as well as because 
of the strict guard being kept by the 
three English and French warships 
outside the capes the German govern 
ment would decide to intern the shii 
for the war.

Washington Authorities Decida That 
Cruiser Shall Be Taken to NorfoW 
Until End of War. 


Commander 
Thlerichcns, 
of 
the 
German auxiliary cruiser Prinz Eite* 
Friedrich, informed the collector oi 
customs at Newport News, Va., thai 
lie desired to intern his ship in Amer 
lean waters for the war. 


The commander said he had been 
obliged to determine upon this coursc 
because 
relief, 
which 
would 
hav« 
made possible a dash for the aea, had 
failed to arrive. 


Commander Thierlchens 
sent th< 
following communication to Collectoi 
Hamilton: 


“To Collector of Customs—Sir: 1 
Inform you I intend to intern H. M 
S. Prinz Eitel Friedrich. The relief 1 
expected to appear not 
arrived in 
time, so the number and force of th€ 
enemy cruisers watching the entrance 
of the bay makes to me impossible the 
dash for the open eea with any hope 
for success. I have decided not to de 
liver crew and ship to this fruitless 
and certain destruction. Being obliged 
for the courtesies shown by all United 
States authorities, I am expecting youi 
orders. I have sent the same infor 
mation to Rear Admiral Helm, U. S 
S. Alabama.'* 


The collector immediately notified 
the treasury department at Washing 
ton and later went into a conference 
with the naval authorities as to the 
procedure. 


Later word came from Washington 
that the navy department had decided 
that the Eitel should be taken to the 
Norfolk navy yard for interment, and 
her officers and crew bound not t( 
participate further in the war. 


The action of the German captain 
in interning the Eitel fulfilled the ex 
pectations which treasury department 
officials have held since their first ex 
amlnation of the ship on her appear 
ance in Hampton Roads three week* 
ago. 


Officials had believed all along that 
because of the condition of the en 
gines of the Eitel, as well as becausc 
of the strict guard being kept by th< 
three English and French warships 
outside the capes the German govern 
m ent would decide to intern the shii 
for the war.

Country's Winged Citizens Have 


Been Enumerated. 


interesting Dfeoovwies Made Through, 


Investigation by the Department 


of Agriculture—Robins Out- 


number Sparrows. 


There is a country wbose cities are 


never overcrowded, the present census 
registering on the average two citi- 
zens to every acre. This country is 
tbe land of the sky; its citizens, the 
birds. 


The United States department of 


agriculture has discovered the facts 
and put them safely away in a bul- 
letin which the public may have for 
the asking, though by what methods 
the government biologists obtained 
and substantiated the numbers this 
same public has not yet been advised 
Did they resort to aeroplanes? And 
once in the aeroplane did they consult 
Mr. and Mrs. Bird as to the cumber of 
their children? We are not yet in 
formed, but it can easily be seen that 
there might be some confusion. 


As a rale statistics only stupefy, but 


there's something to be said for the 
robin which may interest some people. 
There is more of him than of any 
other bird in the United. States—six 
pairs of robins to each farm of 58 
acres. The BpgMsh sparrow is a close 
'second, fire pairs to each 58 acres 
No other bird is nearly so abundant as 
either the robin or sparrow. 


One conclusion which will interest 


mankind—chiefly because it concerns 
mankind—is the preference of breed 
ing birds for thickly populated cen- 
ters. They prefer the Great White 
Way to the quiet forest. This seems 
to indicate the beginnings of human 
Intelligence—oh, well, perhaps not in- 
telligence, but it's human, whatever 
else it may be. And, say the biolo- 
gists, it seems probable that as our 
human population increases so w 
our bird population increase. Thus we 
get around to race suicide and—It is 
Inevitable—to Roosevelt. 


Throughout the United States, tak- 


ing 109 robins as a unit, other birds 
were noted in the following ratio: Cat- 
birds, 49; house wrens, 28; brown 
thrashers, 37; kingbirds, 27; bluebirds, 
26. 


Chevy Chase, Md., liolcte the record 


for density of population. One hun- 
dred and sixty-one pairs were found 
nesting on 23 acres, 34 species of birds 
being represented. 
' The department announces that this 
census is to be repeated and on a 
much larger scale, if bird lovers are 
willing to aid. There are no funds to 
pay for this work, and it therefore de- 
pends on volunteers who will con 
tribute the facts in the case. 


SAFETY DEVICE FOR AVIATOR 


Wings and Balloon-Shaped Canopy 


Unfold Automatically in the 


Event of a Fall. 


The parachute is attached to the 


body by straps passing around the 
waist and over the shoulders. The 


wings as well as the balloon-shaped 
canopy are ordinarily folded against 
the body, but unfold automatically and 
act against the air in case of a fait— 
Popular Mechanics. 


Synthetic Resins. 


New synthetic resins have been dis- 


covered recently and are appearing on 
the market wider many trade names, 
gays a writer in tbe Scientific Ameri- 
can. The resins are used in the pro- 
duction of materials such as artificial 
amber, pipestems, toothbrush handles, 
heads, transparent jewelry, buttons of 
all sizes, inlaid work, knife handles, 
fountain pens, etc., and take the place 
of bone, Horn, ivory, cellnloid, amber, 
casein (gallolith), ebony and hard 
rubber. These artificial resins in their 
final conditions do not melt or even 
soften, appreciably at all tempera- 
tures, and do not burn lite rubber or 
celluloid. When heated In the air to 
temperatures well above 500 degrees 
Fahrenheit the resins char and burn 
slowly without a flame. They are 
quite insoluble in an ordinary solv- 
ents, such as gasoline, alcohol, ammo- 
nia, washing soda and acids.

4u Hie "Letters and Recollections" 


He Has Told of His Amusing 


Encounters With a Prus- 


sian Governor. 


An anecdote of Alexander Agassis* 


boyhood in Neuchatel, in the days 
when that Swiss canton was adminis- 
tered by the Prussian officials, shows 
that the man who was to become so 
famous as a scholar and a man of 
science had his full share of a healthy 
boy's mischievousness. The story is 
told in his "Letters and Recollec- 
tions." 


The small boys ot Neuchatel were 


much interested in politics. They were 
arrayed in two parties, the royalists 
and the reds. Tne iormer were de- 
voted to Prussia, and loyal subjects 
of Friedrich Wilhelm: the reds were 
ardent Swiss patriots, who wished 
Neuchatel to hfcve the same repub- 
lican form of government that tbe oth- 
er" Swiss cantons enjoyed, and who 
reseated the authority of the governor, 
an appointee of the king of Prussia. 


The governor, who liked to show his 


authority in the smallest details, was 
so lacking in a sense of tact and of 
proportion as to complain to Louis 
Agassiz that his little son was not sa- 
luting him with enough politeness.
